Each 
of these vessels had ammunition on board, 
but the Scandia was allowed to proceed, The 
British steamer Knight Commander and the 
German steamer Thea were sunk by the 
Vladivostok squadron and compensation had 
been paid in the case of the Thea, while it had 
not been even promised in thet of the Knight 
Commander. 

Balfour Explains Position. 

The premier then begen his reply. He said 
special difficultics had arisen between Great 
Britain and Russia, owing to the captures 
made by the volunteer fleet steamers which 
-had passed the Dardanelles in the character 
of vessels other than war vessels, as all 
were aware. This led to an acute contro- 
versy, and the Russian government gave as- 
surances, without making a statement on 
the question of the principle involved, that 
vessels of this fleet would npt make further 
captures. , 

Regarding contrabana of war, Mr. Balfour 
ald it was difficult to define clearly what 
was contraband of war, but the principle 
which jis majesty’s government had laid 
down was that warlike stores carried to a 
belligerent, coal shipped for the purpose of 
aiding in warlike operations, and foodatuses

They were soon lost sight of from the Mari- 
nette shore, and three tugs and many sall- 
boats were sent out to search for them. They 
could not be found, and it was feared that 
all had been lost. . 

Miss Sawyer beached the boat at Grace- 
wood, near Sturgeon Bay. There the party 

was found by a farmer and taken to the port, 
whence news of their safe arrival was sent

Incredible though it may seem, the news 
of the destruction of Novik, which occurred 
Saturday last, was only positively known 
here yesterday on the arrival of the foreign 
papers. That is to gay. the news of the loss, 
sc carefully concealed, naturally, reached the 
city last Sunday, but its publication was 


absolutely forbidden. 
Yesterday was a day of biack news. Dur- 


ing the afternoon it became known that the 


Sevastopol, one of the few ships at Port 
Arthur remaining intact, had struck a mine 
and was badly damaged. Such a continuous 
series of disasters has had a deeply depress- 
ing effect even upon the most sanguine tem- 
peraments. 

Dispatches received through Gen. Kouro- 
patkin's headquarters agree in stating that 
a great battle may be momentarily expected, 
now that the rains are over.

PLAN MIMIC. FIGHT. 


GENS, GRANT AND BELL TO HEAD, 
RIVAL FORCES. 


Thirty Thousand Troops Will Be Used 
im Maneuvers Along the Potomac 
River—Two Military Problems Set 
Down for Solution in Five Days’ 
Operations—Brown Army to Oppose 
Blue in Tests of Strategy and Mod- 
ern Methods. | 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
Brig. Gens. J. Franklin Bell and Frederick 
D. Grant will command the opposing armies 
at the army maneuvers in Prince William 
eounty, Va., from Sept. 5 to 10. They left 
for the scene of mimic warfare today. Brig. 
Gen. Wint, who will serve under Gen. Grant, 
arrived here today. Gen. Grant will have 
his headquarters in Manassas and will com- 
mand about 15,000 men, known as the 
blues,“ while Gen. Bell, with headquarters 
in Thoroughfare Gap, will command an army 
of equal size called the “ browns.”’ 

Two Problems to Solve. 

Two military problems will be worked out. 
The first, which will be fought on Sept. 6and 
7, is thus officially described: The blue 
army, based upon the Potomac river, near 
Washington, will be marching westward 
against the brown army operating in the 
Shenandoah valley toward Washington. The 
leading corps of the blue army consists of 
two divisions; one (real) being at Manassas 
and the other (imaginary) being at Fairfax 
courthouse. The rest of the blue army (im- 
aginary) is preparing to move forward from 
Alexandria. 

The leading corpsof the brown army con- 
sists of two divisions, one (real) being at 
Thoroughfare Gap, and the other (imaginary) 
being in front of Port Royal. The rest of the 
brown army is at Strasburg, preparing to 
move forward.“ 

Outline of Second Problem. 

The general situation of the second prob- 
lem to de wapee Sept. 8 and 9 is thus de- 
scribed:

‘ Club Over New England. 

As a matter of fact, nothing could be more 
effective in wiping the New England fisheries 
out of existence than the cutting off of its 
Newfoundland bait. All of the squid, caplin, 
and herring used for bait is caught in New- 
foundland waters and only there. Just why 
this is true has puzzled many a learned body 
of scientific inquirers. But it gives the is- 
land a club which it is now commencing to 
swing threateningly at the United States. 

The Newfoundland fisherman, born to the 
craft and with the singular advantage of 
ownership in the bait waters of the Atlan- 
tic, has yet been at a disadvantage in com- 
peting with the fishermen of other coun- 
tries. Canada pays a noble bounty to its 
fishermen and so does France, while the 
tariff wall of the United States excludes all 
competition from the outside world. The 
right to fish in Newfoundland waters is of 
no consideration unless the question of bait 
be first considered. That, therefore, is the 
weapon which the island must use in secur- 
ing for itself such international trade ad- 
vantages as may be required. 


Opposed to Annexation. 


There is no sentiment or argument looking 
towards federation with Canada from the 
Newfourdlander’s point of view. Combina- 
tion with the United States, except by trade 
treaties, is equally remote from the policies 
and wishes of the people. There is but 
slight divergence in the governmental sug- 
gestions of the two parties, conservative and 
liberal, for they are as one on every impor- 
tant topic except the purely local issues. 

Many Canadians with whom I discussed 
the possible annexation of Newfoundland 
with the dominion said that it was only a 
question of time; that Canada must have the 
island, and that the salvation of the latter 
must rest ultimately in federation. 

If you wish to enrage a Newfoundlander 
suggest federation. He can see nothing to 
gain but everything to lose in such an amal- 
gamation, and there seems no doubt that the 
politician or the party who would project 
such a plan now would be quickly dismissed. 


Fisheries the Great Industry. 
The fishery, which includes whaling and 
sealing, makes up the great bulk of the 
island’s business, and the growth of the in- 
dustry within the last three years is largely 
attributable to the success ot the whale 
and seal enterprises. 

From Bell island, six miles oft the coast of 
Conception bay, there are shipped annually 


about 3,000,000 tons of high grade iron ore, 


most of which goes to Germany, and the bal - 
ance largely to the smelters at Sidney in 
Nova Scotia. 

The other industries and resources of New- 
foundland are yet in infancy or have not 
been developed at all. There are a few lum- 
ber camps and a few sawmills, four brick 
mills, small but productive farms along the 
coast, two small, half developed coal mines, 
and that is about all that Newfoundland 
can boast of outside of her magnificent 
fishery. 

So far as the United States is concerned, 
all business interest in the island must cen- 
ter in the fish question, and although this 
may look small from the Massachusetts or 
Washington énd of the perspective, yet it in- 
volves the one proposition that is vital to 
the fisheries of New England. I believe that 
the repudiation of the Hay-Bond treaty by 
the senate will invite swift and certain re- 


taliation from the parliament of Newfound- 


land. It is, in prospect, a plain case ot no 


treaty for us, no bait for you.“ N 


No Anger with America. 

Premier Bond told me that there was no 
harsh: feeling in the growing demand for the 
withdrawal of the bait privileges from Amer- 
ican fishermen. He does not threaten even 
that culmination, but argues that it would 
be only a reasonable change of attitude in the 
direction of-self-defense. He expresses the 
belief that the reciprocal plan proposed is of 
more vital impgrtance to the interests of the 
United States than to Newfoundland, al- 
though he is frank to say that the latter 
would be greatly benefited. | 

Both government and people are convinced 
that their chance of quickest and most per- 
manent growth lies along the lines of the 
fishery, and Sir Robert Bond and his min- 
istry are waging the most strenuous cam- 
paign of diplomacy to the end that New- 
foundland shall conserve its rights and push 
its privileges to whatever limits are required 
for the getting of reciprocal advantages from 


}. foreign countries. 


The old French shore controversy has just 
been satisfactorily settled; a most favorable 
understanding has been arrived at with the 
colomal department of the imperial govern- 
ment by which, in case of need, the mother 
government is to give Newfoundland the full 
and ultimate benefit of whatever changos or 
new methods there may be made in the inter- 
national trade treaties of Britain. 

The fishery of Newfoundland is now a busi- 
ness of $10,000,000 annually. It is believed 
that this can be increased to $50,000,000 if 
reciprocity can be arranged with the United 
States within the next few years. To do busi- 
ness, more business, with the United States, 
that is the chief desire of the Newfoundler 
now, and it occupies the foremost place in 
the councils and een of the island 
government.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

Section 28. The company, by the acceptance of 
this ordinance, shell grant to the city, and the 
city hereby reserves to iteelf and to any person, 
firm,or corporation designated by it (hereinafter for 
brevity referred to as the licensee of the city), the 
righ: at the expiration of thirteen (13) years from 
the passage of this ordinance, or at the expiration 
of any year of the remaining seven (7) years of this 
grarit, to purchase all and every the property real 
and personal then comprising the going street cail- 
way system of the company within the city and 
reasonably required for its operation, at its then 
fair cash value (exclusive of earning power and any 
franchise value) for continued use in the city for 
street railway purposes.—Tentative ordinance. 

This seems explicit enough. But ap- 
parently it isn’t. The representatives of the 
immediate municipal ownership party are 
so bewildered by it that they construe it in 
a sense exactly the opposite to that in which 
it is intended.

The Conyng- 
ham family became extinct on the death, in 
1781, of Henry, Marl Conyngham, but, by an 
arrangement with the crown, his barony 
passed, along with his estates, to his nephew, 
Francis Burton, whose subsequent successive 
advancements to a viscounty, an earldom, 
and a marquisate were due not alone to the 
part which he played in bringing about the 


ago but also to the extraordinary favor 
which his wife, the marchioness of Conyng- 
ham, enjoyed on the part of King George IV.

So great was the influence of the marchio- 
ness with the sovereign that she was able 
to get the bishopric of Winchester for her 
son's tutor, and Charles Greville in his diary 
records the sensation which she made by 
wearing at a dinner at Devonshire house, at 
which the king was present, an immense 
sapphire, which formed part of the crown 
jewels. At the king’s death the utmost diffi- 
culty was experienced by his successor in 
compelling her to return the crown jewels 
‘which had been bestowed upon her by King 


during his reign are still missing to this day, 


whether he had presented them to her or to 
others of his fair favorites. 

For the first time since the war of. 1866. 
which witnessed the annexation of the king-

In 
fact, she was his, inseparable companion, 
and as soon as he reached Vienna after the 
crushing defeat which he sustained at the 
head of hisarmy in the battle of Langenzelza 
she at once rejoined him there. She rejected 
all offers of marriage as long as he lived, 
but after his death contracted a morganatic 
alliance at Windsor Castle with his devoted 


Pawel von Ramingen. 

Since then she has divided her time between 
England and Biarritz. She had become rec- 
onciled to her brother, the former crown 
prince of Hanover, who now bears the title 
of duke of Cumberland, and who is, de jure, 
sovereign duke of Brunswick. But the duke 
still declines to hold any communication 
with her e the baron. 

The widowed countess of Munster in her 
„ Memories,“ recently published, gives an 
amusing, entertaining description of the 
duke’sinfancy at Hanover. It seems that his 
grandfather, old King Ernest of Hanover, 
who doted upon him, was wont every evening 
to adjourn after dinner with all the people 
who happened to have been dining with him 
to the royal nursery in order to assist at the 
little prince’s bath, around which the aged 
monarch and his guests would sit in a circle 
watching the young prince splashing about 
in the water. The child’s father, afterwards 
King George of Hanover, was even then quite 
blind, and would occasionally turn to the

New York, Aug. 25.—In‘an article on Edu- 
cated Men in Polities,“ published here in the 
current number of Success, Alton B. Par- 
ker, the democratic presidential candidate, 
draws an unfavorable contrast between that 
class in America and the corresponding one 
in England. In the course of his article, Mr. 
Parker says: 

A man who would succeed in business

Wherever your home may be there you 
will find, upon investigation, a chance for 
helpfulness.

travagance is not only marked but it al- 
ready threatens our municipalities in the 
not far distant future with a burden that 
will be borne with exceeding difficulty. This 
is due largely to the fact that men of edu- 
cation, supplemented by professional and 
business training, are unwilling to contribute 
some portion of their time and ability toward

MISS ROOSEVELT PROTESTS. 
: [From the Chicago Inter Ocean.] 

Miss Alice Roosevelt has felt compelled to 
do that which is repugnant, even though 
done in self-defense, to the feelings of every 
well bred woman who neither holds nor seeks 
public station. That is, to seek newspaper 
publicity of any kind, even for the purpose 
of denying absurd and malicious stories about 
herself. 

Fillal affection, rather than personal con- 
cern regarding the false and foolish tales 
circulated, evidently has moved Miss Roose- 
velt to make her public protest. So far as she 
was herself concerned, she had no need to be 
troubled by newspaper tales of her alleged 
eccentricities. All who knew her and all 
for whose good opinion she needed to care 
Knew that the stories were either false or 
were grotesque teren of perfectly inno- 
cent acts. 

However, it has jong been apparent that

With this avowed in- 
tention in mind, it is easy to see the motive 
of this newspaper in publishing all sorts 
of fantastic, foolish, and false tales about the 
president’s daughter. It seeks, by convicting 
the daughter of eccentricity which it con- 
stantly insinuates verges on impropriety, to 
comvict the father of a rashness and insta bil- 
ity of character dangerous to the public wel- 
fare.

Mr. Debs declares that Grover Cleveland 
began his war upon the Ameritan Railway 
union by appointing the attorney of the Chi- 
cago, Mil kee and St. Paul railroad com- 
pany as special counsel for the government. 
He denies the United States mails were ob- 
structed, and says that when the strikers 
offered to move all mail cars and all trains 
te which mail cars were attached the rail- 
roads determined that if Pullman cars were 
rot handled the mail cars should not move.

And suppose that Darrow had ordered the offices 
of the General Managers’ association sacked, the 
books, papers, and correspond 
unopened private letters of the absent officers, 
packed up and carted away, and the offices put 
under the guard of federal ruffians, in flagrant 
violation of the constitution of the United States, 
as was done by Walker with the offices of the Amer- 
ican Rallway union! 

And suppose, moreover, that the American Rall- 
way union, backed up by Darrow, agent of the 
United States government, had sworn in an army

This explosion injured Mitchell’s foot 
and again the frightened crowd vacated the 
inclosure in a hurry. The third report came 
from the center of the ring, but the crowd 
had by this time become accustomed to it. 
At that, many dodged imaginary bullets. 

Mischief Maker Undetected. 

The Pinkerton men were kept busy Jump- 
ing from one place to the other, seeking the 
mischief maker, but failed to land him. it 
was ascary ten minutes for the sports and all 
sorts of rumors were peddled about, but the 
real cause of the trouble could not be 
‘gleaned nor could the trouble maker be lo- 
cated.
